Last week the Montgomery Advertiser 
carried an editorial on the expansion of 
board-type rule in municipal government in 
Alabama. Writing in the Alabama Munici- 
pal Journal Robert T. Dalana, research as- 
sistant of the University of Alabama’s Bu- 
reau of Public Administration, said the 
trend raises “grave questions in the field 
or municipal organization.” Mr, Daland 
questions the “disintegration” of municipal 
sovernment through boards performing 
unctions formerly handled by the mayor, 
such as utility management, : 

Elba has gone a long way down this 
path of rule by boards. Lights and Water 
have been under the jurisdiction of such a 
group for a good many years and fairly re- 
cently the creation of a municipal housing 
authority called for the forming of another 
board. In addition, there is the city school 
board. 


Elba’s Gasoline Tax Among the Highest 


In the past two weeks the Alabama Pet- 
roleum Industries Committee has been 
bombarding newspapers with letters and 
erticles full of reasons Why the gas tax 
shouldn’t be raised to 2 cents a gallon as 
proposed by Gov, Folsom to finance his new 
highway program. The daily press has cov- 
ered this field pretty well so we won't go 
into it except to reiterate that the legisla- 
ture should enact a bill ailowing for sub- 
stantial increases in highway construction. 
Whether it is financed by a 2 cent per gai- 
lon tax or 1 cent tax plus a raise in license 
fees, we'll let the governor and law makers 
work out. 

What is interesting to note in the lit- 
erature sent out by the Alabama Petroleum 
Industries Committee is a comparison of 
county and municipal gasoline taxes. Ac- 
cording to their figures 198 municipalities 
and 11 ccanties now have levies on motor 
fuel. In the entire United States there are 
only 315 local units of government now im- 
pose gasoline taxes—and two-thirds of 


them are in Alabama, 
= 
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“Grave Questions” Raised on Board-Type Rule 


Students of municipal government say 
this “disintegration” of tunctions away from 
the mayor's office to persons not controlled 
by any central authority has a tendancy to 
lead to conflicts and inefficiencies between 
agencies which should ge cooperating in the 
public interest. In Elba we. have not heard 
of any pulling and hauling between the 
three boards now operating, in fact we can’t 
see where they should ever cross purposes, 
Locally, and this only from businessmen 
paying commercial rates, the only com- 
plaints heard against any of the boards 
dealt with the light and water set up and 
high rates paid for current, 

It is interesting to note that “board 
rule” as practiced in Elba is part of a state- 
wide trend, Also, students of government 
are not sure the trend is for the best ins 
terests of the public. 


_ Coffee County is not one of the coun- 
ties levying & gas tax but Elba is one of the 
municipalities doing so. Of the 198 cities 
With such a tax, 21 have a 2 cent per gallon 
levy such as this town has. None have one 
any higher. That makes the citizens of Elba 
and those who buy gas here pay one of the 
highest municipal gas tax rates in the Uni- 
ted States,

How this fits in with the overall tax 
rate in comparison to other cities and Whe. 
ther the money is properly utilized for a 
worthy purpose are questions requiring 
more time for research than our limited 
schedule will allow. We are merely making 
a comparison of Elba's tax on gasoline with 
that of other cities and not trying to de- 
termine whether it is for the best interests 
of all concerned, 


Higher College Standards Asked to Slow Enrollments 


Richard Ervin, attorney general of 
Florida, last week came out with a potent 
suggestion to slow down the “tidal wave” of 
students expected to engulf the nation’s 
colleges and universities within the next 15 
years. He suggested raising the standards 
of admissions. 

Educators can back up this suggestion 
with good arguments. Todo low admittance 
standards permit a large percentage of poor- 
quality students to get into classes where 
they slow down and retard the entire group. 
Thoses capable of assimilating more know- 
ledge at a more rapid pace are penalized 
and their standard lowered. Evans said in 
lorida raised entrance requirements would 
not force poor-quality students out of a 
chance for a college education but funnel 
them into private colleges and existing 
junior colleges where they would he pre- 
pared for a university. 

This concept should be given a great 
ceal of thought by lawmakers and school 
idministrators who are beating the drums

printers in this country is around 60. For 
every three printers who die or retire there 
are only two young men entering the field. 
At that particular school they had an aver- 
age of five job offers for every student who 
was graduated, 

In the larger cities and bigger plants 
salaries for a competent craftsman hover 
around the $100 per week mark for a 40- 
hour week, 

Young men who spend four years as 
an apprentice in a print shop will be just 
as well off financially (on the average) as 
their neighbor who goes to college and gets 
a degree in the liberal arts or some general 
field such as business administration, At 
the end of four years the apprentice will 
know enough to command a journeyman 
printer's salary and be able to get a job al- 
most anywhere he goes. The college student 
who has no special field such as engineering 
or chemistry, will have a much harder time 
and have to start at a lower pay scale. Po- 
tential advancement of both men would be 
limited only by their abilities and ambition. 

Along this line we are glad to report 
that Gov. Folsom has in the planning stage. 
a fine vocational training program, Circuit 
Judge George Wallace of the Third Judicial 
circuit told the Dothan Rotary Club: 

“I think when the governor's plans for 
vocational education are completed we will 
have the most modern such program South 
of the Mason-Dixon line.” He Said six more 
vocational schools are planned within the 
next four years, 

It seems that the plans for education 
in Alabama are not neglecting this impor- 
tant phase. Z
